the  earlier  generations,  as  a  convenient  mode  of  obtaining  farther  ia- 
f  imatiou.  It  is  huped  that  hereafter  a  full  genealogy  of  the  de- 
^.''•!.hl:.ts  of  Gov.  John  Winthrop  will  be  published;  but  the  pedigree 
of  tlic  family  iu  England  can  only  be  completed  there.

He  married  ir>  Dec,  \iu\,  Aliee,  d.ni'^iii-,"/  of 
William  Still,  Esq.,  of  Grantham,  co.  Lincoln,  and  sister  of  l>r.  John 
Still,  Hishop  of  Bath  and  Wells.

Another  point  is  to  be  considered  —  who  was  "father"  MichilQeld, 
who  d.  26  March,  1607  ?  Evidently  this  was  not  a  mere  litle  ap[.>!iod 
to  Mid  men,  for  in  160S,  Adam  nnnitions  "  brother"  Stephen  Micliil- 
field.

We  do  uot  intend  to  pursue  the  family  history  farther.  It  will 
be  seen  that,  of  his  sixteen  children,  oidy  five  survived  hiin,  vix: 
John,  Stephen,  Adam,  Doane  and  Samuel.  Adam  was  the  fatiier  of 
Adam,  who  had  a  third  Adam  who  in.  Ann  "NVainwright,  ITOO,  and  had 
JoLu,  the  d'stinguished  Professor  of  Harvard  College.  John  of  Cou- 
iieoticnt,  had  Wait-Still  and  Fitz-John,  the  latter  of  whom  Lad  no 
60u.  Wait  had  an  only  son,  John  of  New  London,  wlio  had  an  only 
soil  John-Still.  Tliis  latter  left  several  sons,  among-  them  the  late 
Lieutenant-Governor,  Thomas  Lindall  Winthrop.  I)csr(Midants  in 
the  female  line  are  numerous,  and  comprise  many  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished families  of  Xew  England. 

We  will  now  revert  to  the  earlier  portions  of  the  genealogy  which 
have  been  left  untraced.  Adam,-  grandfather  of  Joim,  had  a  .sister 
Whiting  and  a  sister,  the  wife  of  liichavd  l>urd  of  Ipswich.  Desides 
Adam,  he  had,  as  we  have  seen,  a  son  William,  who  d.  1  Mch.,  15S1, 
and  was  buried  at  St.  Michael's  Church,  Cornhill,  Loudon;  by  w. 
Elizabeth  he  had  Jonathan,  Adam,  William,  Joshua,  Elizabeth,  aiid 
Sarah  who  m.  John  Frost,  20  Feb.  1595,  and  d.  Oct.,  1003. 

Adam,*  sou  of  William,-^  we  know  married  Joan  Hilles,  and  had 
Adam,  b.  April,  1001.  A  letter  quoted  in  the  Life  of  John  Winthrop, 
p.  10,  (^noU-')  shows  that  this  branch  of  the  family  s(,'tt!ed  at  Bandori 
Bridge  iu  Ireland,  whore  J<jane  was  living  in  1637.  There  is  a  re- 
cord extant,  probably  incorrect,  which  .says  a  Benjamin  Wintlirop  of 
Cork,  iiad  .sons  Samuel,  Benjamin  and  Stephen,  wliich  Slepiien  was 
of  Brandon. 

It  seems  more  probable  that  Stephen,  a  grandson  of  Adunj,  lived 
at  Bandon,  and  by  wife  Mary,  had  Stephen,  b.  24  March,  1058,  d. 
young;  Mary,  b.  4  Oct.,  lOGl;  Tlnmas,  b.  1004;  Jonathan,  b.  23  Dec, 
100G,'^d.

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be  found  the  relationship  claimed  by  Ilorbort  Pelhain,  ^\-lion  stylinp: 
liim  "cousin."  llorbcit  was  grandson  of  Il(>rbert  Pclliarn  and 
Katlierine  Thatclier,  and  no  doubt  son  of  Herbert  rdhiun  and 
Peneioj>e  West.  It  is  jirobable  that  he  married  first  a  \V;iKh'i;"ravc 
of  Ui^-liani.  Thoniasine  Clopton  \v:is  the  g-randdon^-jilcr  of  Jvlward 
Waidegrave  of  Lawford,  co.  Essex,  \vho.<;e  brotlier  'was  George 
Waldegrave  of  Highani. 


Anionp"  the  Winthrop.  papers  already  iJiiblishcd  will  be  found  the 
will  of  Edmund  Eeade  of  Wickford,  co.  Essex,  whose  widow  mar- 
ried ITugh  Peters,  and  whose  daug-hters  were  Margaret,  wife  of 
John  Lake;  Martha,  who  married  first  John  Epps,  and  secondly 
Samncl  Symonds  of  Yeldham,  co.  Es^^ex,  and  Ipswich,  Mass.;  and 
Elizabeth,  second  wife  of  Gov.  John  \Vinthrop  of  Connecticut. 

Mnch  more  remains  to  be  traced  of  ihe  pedigrees  of  tlie  Lake, 
Reades,  Symonds  and  Ejipes  families. 

Symonds  Epps  of  Ipswich,  in  1713,  used  a  seal  of  arms,  viz  :  a 
lion  rampant  between  three  crosses;  crest,  a  demi-lion. 

There  was  a  Lydia  Bankes  who  had  been  to  New  England,  who 
writes  in  1C72,  to  Daniel  Epps,  "  I  do  not  remember  that  I  ever  saw 
you  above  once,  which  was  at  your  mother's  house  in  New  England; 
but  I  vovy  well  remember  you  from  a  child,  and  when  you  were  in 
Holland,  you  and  your  cousin  John  Lake,  \,'ith  us,  and  rejoice  you 
were  under  soe  worthy  a  person  for  tuiti'in  as  your  grandfather; 
besides  1  well  remember  your  faniily  of  y-  Eppes,  for  I  was  brought 
up  with  them  from  my  youth,  and  received  many  kindnesses  from 
th.enj,  they  being  worthy  persons.  I  know  not  an}'  that  came  from 
thence,  but  I  made  inquiries  after  you;  wliile  yonr  mother  lived,  we 
constantly'  wrote  one  to  another,  and  she  always  gave  me  an  ac- 
compt  of  lier  children,  and  y-  blessed  condition  of  your  sister  Est  — , 

who  was    a  precious  christian,  and  of  your   sister  M ."     "  My 

sister  Keade  and  coussen  Samuel  present  their  service  to  you." 


As  this  pamphlet  was  being  printed,  a  document  has  been  found 
which  gives  the  following  items:  William  Winthrop  of  London, 
uncle  of  Gov.  John,  married  Elizabeth,  d;iu.  of  Mr.  Norwoode,  a 
gentleman  of  Kent.  IJis  son  Jo.^hua  m.  Anne,  daughter  of  Vincent 
Norrington,  a  mercer  of  London;  Adam  married  as  already  noted 
Elizabeth  llilles,  dau.  of  William  II.  of  IloIt<iii,  co.  Sufi".,  and  had 
issue  two  sons.  I]lizab(;th,  dau.  of  the  .same  William  Winthrop,  m. 
Humphrey  Munyingo,  prfaeln-r  of  Brillenham,  co.  Suff. 

It  also  adds  "  Jolm  Wintlirop  and  his  two  sisters,  children  <A  John 
Winthrop  in  Ireland.     Juhn  \V.  Senr.  died  at  All'aLdown  in  lielund.'-"

Their  son,  Sir  William"-  Tyndale  of  Dene,  married  Helen,  daughter 
or  grand-daughter  of  Sir  Simon  Bjgod  olins  Felbrig,  who  had  tor  wife 
the  daughter  of  Semouitn,  is  Duke  of  Silesia.

"Fownes  (Dcvo;is!iirc,  resident  in  that  country  for 
more  than  two  centuries,  previously  of  Saxt)y  Sipliy, 
Co.  Worcester),  also  of  Curnwall,  bear"  says  Burke, 
"  Azure,  two  eacrles  displayed  in  chief  and  a  mullet 
in  base,  argent." 

Among-  the  AVinthrop  papers  was  found   an  old 
manuscript  pedigree  of  the  Fownes  or  Fouos  family, 
which  we  transcribe   by  permission. 
It  commences  with   "William^   Fownes  of  Saxby,  Esq ,  who  m.  a 
dau.  of  Kobert  Hyelton,  knt.,  who  must  have  lived  about  A.  D.,  1400. 

His  son   Geoi;'',e"-  m.   a  dau.  of Malbanck  of  }ila1pas  and  had 

WitxiAM'^  Fownes  alias  Foncs  of  Saxbie,  who  m.  a  dau.  of Telham 

of  Telham.    This  last  had  Joun'  Fones  who  m.  a  dan.  of Bradley 


of  Beilham,  and  had  John,'^  wlio,  by  his  w.  dau.  of 


Lewell,  C'f 


Lowell,  had  six  sons,  viz:  Kubert,*-  John,'^  Thomas,*^  Humphrey,^ 
Nicholas'^  and  William.'' 

The  pedigree  now  traces  the  junior  branch  of  John,'''  second  son, 
who  was  of  Dedfordinthe  parish  of  Bramsgrove  (now  Bromsgrove?), 
Vrorcestershire,  who  had  three  sons:  William"  of  Bristol,  who  d.  s. 
J).,  Thomas"  and  Richard'  of  Bristol, 

TnoitAS^  FoNES,  son  and  heir,  had  Thomas^  Fones,  citizen  and 
apothecary  of  London,  1G28,  who  died  15  April,  1629.  He  married, 
first,  Ann,  dau.  of  Adam  Winthrop,  Esq.,  of  Groton,  by  whom  he  had 
Elizabeth"  (who  m.  Plenry  Winthrop),  Martha,'^  and  Samuel,"^  hi.s  heir, 
aged  12  years  in  1G2S.  By  his  second  wife  Priscilla,  daughter  of 
John  liurgis,  Dr.  of  Divinity,  she  had  Mary'-^  and  Priscilia  (called 
dead  in  1028). 

It  will  be  noticed  that  Thomas'^  Fones,  who  married  Anne  Winthrop, 
had  an  uncle   Richard"  of  Bristol.     This   RicnARh"  m.  Joane   dau.  of 

Twidall  of  the  Isle  of  Axholme   in  Lincolnshire  and  iiad  Jdin.^ 

George,-  Ftichard"  and  Thomas."  Thomas"  Fones  of  Plyniunlh, 
living  1G20,  m.,  first,  Prudence,  dan.  of  John  NioholLs  of  Taverstock; 
Co.  Devon,  by  whom  he  had  Richard,'^  aged  18,  in  1620.  Prudence-', 
Mary"  and  Joane"';  by  a  second  wife  Joane,  dau.  of  Walter  lleale  of 
Knaton,  Co.  Devon:  he  had  Sampson,"  John,"  Thomas,"  Elizabeth"  and 
Susan." 

We  have  copied  this  document  as  it  is,  because,  even  in  England, 
many  pedigrees  of  this  date  arc  wanting  from  the  records.  It  i.s 
endorsed  by  Gov.  John  Winthrop,  Jr.,  "Mr.  Fones  Armes."  It  has  at 
the  top  the  coat  of  arms  here  engraved,  and  agaijist  the  marriage  of 
ThoniL.3  Foues,  a  tricking  of  Foues  impaling  AVinthiup.
